This writer would concede at 
once, that both factions are sin- 
cerely interested in establishing 
conditions that would help to pro- 
mote and preserve the peace. 
However, it would seem that World 
Federation or any form of World 
government, while an ideal solu- 
tion, cannot help us in the im- 
mediate crisis. For it appears 
sefe to say, that it might take years 
te prepere men’s minds for accept. 
ance of such a radical change in 
the relations between nations. 

The minds of men are controlled 
only by some form of moral force — 
discipine. And discipline in the 
end, not the means of education. 
It is only when men’s minds are 
ready to accept the principles of 
peaceful relationship between na- 
tions that they will be ready for 
a charter of World Government. 


This means, in the present crisis, 
we must work with men as they 
are, with the knowledge they 
possess,. with what they can now 
understand, with the mixture of 
their passions, and desires and 
instincts. Only when the time 
comes that people everywhere 


‘replace indifference to oppression 
. and aggression wherever they exist, 


with the fierce white heat of moral 
indignation and activity can the 
future hold any promise of per- 
manent peace. 

The rebirth must take place in 
individuals and nations. 

World Federation must first be 
born in the minds of men; it 
cannot be imposed.
